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COLOMBIA. 

Report from BarranquiUa — No restrictions on traffic hetvxen Barran- 
quilla and Trinidad — Restrictions in force at La Guaira. 

Consul Eberhardt reports, September 30: 

The restrictions that have been enforced for several months past 
against the ports of Trinidad and La Guaira are now being modified 
or done away with entirely. 

The steamship Atrato, of the Royal Mail Line, which called at Trini- 
dad to discharge cargo and leave mail and passengers, but accepting 
neither cargo nor passengers, was given pratique here September 19, 
and the French steamship La Normandie, coming directly from La 
Guaira, was received here yesterday. The passengers were allowed 
to disembark without any^ medical examination and there was no dis- 
infection of the vessel. No precautionary measures of any kind were 
taken. 

No restrictions are placed upon the traffic between Trinidad and this 
port. In La Guaira, passengers before being permitted to embark for 
BarranquiUa are required to obtain a certificate from the Colombian 
consul at that port to the effect that they have resided in that city 
continuously for at least ten days prior to sailing, the supposition being 
that they are free from am* infection, as plague is believed to exist 
only at Caracas. There is no disinfection carried on either at La 
Guaira or BarranquiUa.
